Board Invites 
KSU To Open 
Branch In City 


A formal invitation to establish 
a center in E ast Liverpool was ex­ 
tended to Kent State University 
Monday night by the Board of E d­ 
ucation. 
The board unanimously approved 
a motion by Samuel W. Brown that 


the invitation be extended so the 
details of the branch center can 


be worked out by university of­ 
ficials and a committee from the 
Eastern Ohio Council for Higher 
Education headed by Supt. Ralph 
W. Betts. 
Betts explained the background 
of the plan, which dates back near­ 
ly two years when area legislators 
initiated a bill in the State Legis­ 
lature to establish a state univers­ 
ity by Eastern Ohio. The bill was 
approved by the legislature’s edu­ 
cation committee but died when it 
reached the finance committee. 
Since then, the council has been 
spearheading a movement for es­ 
tablishm ent of a branch center. At 
a meeting Thursday, the executive 
committee selected E ast Liverpool 
‘‘as the logical site.” 
The tentative plans call for class­ 
es to start in September w i t h 
university faculty m em bers serv­ 
ing as instructors. 
Betts pointed out the c o u n c i I 
hopes eventually students will be 
able to take two years’ of college 
work before leaving home, explain­ 
ing it will m ake it possible for 
students to hold jobs in the day­ 
time and attend the evening class­ 
es two or three nights a week. 
The establishm ent of a center 
would save the students the cost 
of room and board, and a l s o 
would help alleviate the crowded 
condition at m ost state schools. 
The only cost to the board would 
be for additional light and heat 
and possibly some extra custodial 
services. An agreem ent probably

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There Is No News From Budapest 


Hindsight has made clear what no one 
could see or wanted to see two years ago, 


just before the Soviet Union, on Nov. 4,1956, 
crushed the Hungarian rebellion. 
The rebellion left the Soviet Union no choice. 
Having no choice, it had no compunctions 


about doing what it had to do. In one of 


the most overwhelming demonstrations ever 


made of military tanks and automatic wea­ 
pons to put down insurrection, it simply wiped 


out the Hungarian rebellion. 
There was nothing else it could do. Anyone 
who dreamed the Kremlin might be willing 
to do something else under the circumstances 
was guilty of irresponsible reasoning. For 
the same reason that he who shoots at a 
king must kill him, the Hungarian rebels 
had to be able to destroy 5.000 tanks and 
200,000 well armed Red soldiers if they ex­ 


pected to get rid of the Russian occupation 
forces. 
Two years after the rebellion and its terri­ 
ble repercussions, it is evident that nothing 
but wishful thinking ever supported the illu­ 
sion that youths with a pickup arsenal and 
courage to spare sould do anything more 
than infiltrate the best organized and most 
effective military force in Europe. 
It was a memorable, a foolhardy and an 
inspiring demonstration of raw bravery and 
gallant foolhardiness. But it was foredoomed 
to failure and, worse, disaster. It left the 
Soviet Union no choice but to react as 
violently as it could to prove its power-—and 
that looms as large in hindsight as the Hun­ 
garian rebellion loomed at its climax two 
years ago. 
On Nov. 4. 1956. the blow fell, and there 
has been no exciting, no reassuring, news 
from Budapest since then.

Tranquilizers for school kids, under consid 
eration by N.Y. educators. was the topic 
before a national medical society under U.S

The Little Red Schoolhouse with a pharma­ 
ceutical touch, and a NOODLE plus NEEDLE 
routine, alarm parents to point where they 
need tranquilizers more than the moppets. 
There were troublesome schoolkids in old 
days, but they were handled without resort 
to medical cabinet hyperdermics or a loud 
call for psychiatrist. 


Some great Americans were difficult in 
school, but they came out okay through only 
tranquilizer the teacher knew, a leather one 
with a wooden handle. The three R's may 
be readin’, ritin’ and relaxation.

Not Enough Vole 


Although a record number of Americans 
are expected to cast their ballots in this year’s 
congressional elections, the United States will 
still make a poor showing compared to other 


countries in the exercise of the right to vote. 


An estimated 48 million citizens will go to 
the polls today, considerably more than the 
42.382,927 who voted in 1954, the last mid-term 
election. Yet the 48 million represent less 
than 50 per cent of the 104.600,000 potential 
voters in the United States. 


The all-time high for an election turnout 
in the United States was in 1952. when 62.7 
per cent of the electorate cast ballots for 
the presidency. 


Civic leaders repeatedly have pointed out 
the paradox: That rarely in this democracy, 
in which the right to vote is a cornerstone, 
has a president, senator or representative 
been elected by a true majority of the people. 


The most frequently mentioned solution for 
the problem — aside from the annual ap­ 
peals to civic-mindedness — has been compul­ 
sory voting. Although this is common in many 
countries throughout the world, few realize 
that it also has been attempted in the United 
States. 
North Dakota in its constitution provides 
that the legislature may prescribe penalties 
for failing, neglecting or refusing to vote at 
any general election. The provision has not 
been applied, however, because the Legisla­ 
ture has never passed legislation enforcing 
voting or prescribing penalties. 
Massachusetts has a similar provision which 
it also has not tried to enforce. 
Compulsory voting measures have been at­ 
tempted in both California and Oregon, but 
were rejected by Lie electorate. 
The charter of Kansas City in 1889 author­ 
ized the assessment of a poll tax of $2.50 on 
those over 21 years of age, but provided that 
the tax would be remitted for all who voted. 
This meant that only those who did not vote 
would pay the tax. or •“penalty,” as oppo­ 
nents to the legislation ceiled it.

But even to a nation accustomed 
to the exposuer by Sen. John Mc­ 
Clellan and Bob Kennedy of raw 
arrogance, the Glimco story will 
be a profile in power which will 
startle the land. 


BASICALLY Joey Glimco is a 
Teamster business agent. Y’et by 
actual count he collects close to a 
million dollars a year from terror­ 
ized folk trying to 
earn a quiet 
living in Chicago's transport fields, 
meat and poultry markets, laund­ 
ries and almost any other business 
you can pull out of a telephone 
directory. 
This defiant one has gone literal­ 
ly from rag paper to riches. His 
arrest record of 2 bookings rang­ 
ing from murder to disorderly con­ 
duct hasn’t handicapped him at all. 
Just so there would be no stain 
on the story’ at all, his police sheet 
simply got up and walked right 
out of the files of the Chicago Po­ 
lice Identification Bureau. Not to 
be outdone, documents reporting 
Glimco's indictments for murder 
and assault with intent to mur­ 
der also took themselves a stroll 
out of the vault of the Criminal 
Court of Cook County (Chicago).

And I hope it doesn’t come to 
you as an extraneous thought here 
that the city of Chicago once spent 
over $250,000 to protect other un­ 
ionists, including many an honest 
Teamster official, who by strange

New Lines Of Defense

WASHINGTON 
The most significant indication 
so far that the South may be at 
least falling back to new lines of 
defense on the racial issue is the 
statement by Sen. Richard Russell 
(D-Ga) that it is “quite possible” 
the Senate 
next 
January 
may 
vote to further curb filibustering 
debate. 
. 
Sen. Russell’s giving of ground 
was sharply limited. The most he 
visualized was adoption of a mo­ 
tion, fathered jointly by the pres­ 
ent Democratic and Republican 
floor leaders, Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas and William 0. Knowland 
of California, to permit cloture by 
two-thirds of senate membership. 
But even retreat of that much 
by Sen. Russell was astonishing 
because for years past he h a s 
been regarded as the grand m ar­ 
shal of southern congressional re­ 
sistance to removal of the bars 
against racial integration. 


THE THING the southerners are 
most scared of is a motion to 
abolish the status of the Senate 
as a “continuing body,” with the 
effect of necessitating adoption of 
a new set of rules of procedure 
at the opening of each two-year 
session, as has always been the 
practice. 
The theory that the Senate is a 
“continuing body” arises f r o m 
the fact that only one-third of its 
membership is up for election each 
two years; that is, at least two- 
thirds of the Senate are holdovers. 
It is mainly on account of that 
conception that efforts to curb dil­ 
atory speechmaking never w o n 
better than a two-thirds of those 
present requirement to close de­ 
bate. adopted under the shadow of 
W’orld War I in 1917. Even that 
provision was changed in 1949 to 
two-thirds of all members, voting 
or not, plus a provision that clo­ 
ture could not be applied to any 
proposal to change a Senate rule. 


THE IDEA of getting at the clo­ 
ture rule by declaring the Senate 
not a continuing body first cropped 
up in 1953. A motion to that ef­ 
fect then by Sen. Clinton P. An­ 
derson (D-NM) was tabled by vote 
of 70 to 21. 
Trying again in 1957 Anderson 
was beaten 58 to 38, a distinct 
gain for his side. On that roll call, 
21 Democrats and 17 Republicans 
supported the Anderson motion. 
Twenty - seven Democrats and 28 
Republicans were against him. Of 
the Democrats voting to table, 
however, all were from the South 
excepting six. 
What scares the southerners now 
is certainty that quite a few of 
their 1957 Republican supporters 
will be missing when the new Sen­ 
ate convenes. 


Of Republicans who voted to ta­ 
ble the Anderson motion, Know­ 
land of California, Jenner of In­ 
diana, Payne of Maine and Mar­ 
tin of Pennsylvania have retired 
or have been defeated and Mc­ 
Carthy of Wisconsin died and was 
replaced by a Democrat. 
Republicans who voted to table 
and are now engaged in hard 
fights for re-election are Coldwa­ 
ter of Arizona, Williams of Dela­ 
ware, Beall of Maryland, Hruska 
of Nebraska, Malone of Nevada, 
Cotton of New Hampshire, Langer 
of North Dakota, Bricker of Ohio, 
Watkins of Utah, Revercomb 
of 
West Virginia and Barrett of Wy­ 
oming. 


ALSO. SINCE the 1957 Senate 
test 
there 
has 
occurred 
t h e 
armed defiance of school integra­ 
tion in Little Rock by order of 
Gov. Orval Faubus and stepped- 
up resistance to Supreme Court 
orders in several other states. 
There is hardly any doubt that, 
on account of these developments, 
a number of senators, both Demo­ 
crat and Republican, who voted 
against the Anderson motion in 
1957 have changed sides.

Since the bulk of 
these institutions are Catholic,

bitter fight alleging religious perse­ 
cution has ensued. 
Most Protestant and J e w i s h 
groups are assailing the proposal. 
While the state would collect an 
additional four million dollars in 
taxes, it could cost the California 
taxpayers as a whole about 118 
million dollars a year more to oper­ 
ate similar facilities. 
Would the California provision be 
a violation of the 14th Amendment 
of the federal Constitution which 
says that no state shall take any

COINCIDENTALLY, last w e e k 
while President Eisenhower a n d

any such tax denial exemption ’un­ 
der active consideration.’ 
“IRS officials s a i d Wednesday 
that churches might be risking 
their tax status under certain cir­ 
cumstances if they provide space 
for private classes in communities 
where public schools are closed to 
thwart integration. 
“The officials commented in re­ 
sponse to a reporter’s questions. 
They said the issue had been 
raised informally, but they empha­ 
sized that no such case had been 
brought before them officially for 
a ruling.” 
But what would the ruling be if 
a case were actually brought by 
some interested group? 


IN THE PAST many forms of 
government aid, whether federal or 
state, 
when- given 
to 
religious 
schools, have been fought in the 
courts on the ground that they are 
a violation of the First Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution. 
This says that Congress shall not 
pass any law concerning the “es­ 
tablishment” cf any religion. But 
the same amendment also says 
Congress shall make no law “pro­ 
hibiting the free exercise” of one’s 
religion. 
For a federal agency, therefore, 
to deprive church schools of a tax 
exemption while permitting s u c h 
exemption to other non-profit mak­ 
ing organizations would surely be 
attacked in the courts as not only a 
discrimination as between private 
organizations but as revealing a 
hostility toward the “free exercise” 
of religion. 
The federal government itslf un­ 
der a law passed in 1949 is today 
actually encouraging the operation 
of private schools irrespective of 
their religious teachings. 
From 
January I of this year through 
June 30, at least 80 free grants of 
federal surplus property, including 
land, 
buildings 
and 
equipment, 
have bsen made to private schools 
of a religious nature by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


THE ONLY” stipulation in the law 
is that the recipient must be an 
educational institution in the tax- 
exemption category and this usual­ 
ly means it must be non-profit. 
Has the federal government any 
right because it grants property or 
bestows a tax exemption to dictate 
what shall be taught or who shall 
be admitted to a religious school 
or any other private school? 
If it does, then the federal gov­ 
ernment by using the threat of a 
withdrawal of the tax exemption 
could tell a trade association or a 
labor union how they shall choose 
their members. 
The Supreme Court of the State 
of Wisconsin recently upheld the 
right of a labor union to bar Neg­ 
roes from membership and so did 
a federal district judge in a simi­ 
lar case at Cleveland. 
Girard College — a private in­ 
stitution in Philadelphia which re­ 
ceives a federal tax exemption — 
still is segregated and its right to 
continue segregated was upheld this 
year by a ruling of the Supreme 
Court of the United States.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
John XXIII was crowned today in 
glittering medieval ceremonies in­ 
vesting him as the 262nd spiritual 
ruler 
of

A mighty roar went up from 
some 200.000 persons in the great 
square of St. Peter’s at the cli­ 
matic moment in the coronation 
of the successor to Pope Pius XII. 
Nicola 
Cardinal 
Canali, 
aged 
pro-dean of the College of Car­ 
dinals, placed the beehive-shaped 
tiara of jewel-encrusted gold on 
the head of the sharecropper’s son 
from a little north Italian village. 
There 
were 
more 
than 
four 
hours of impressive religious rites 
inside the vast basilica of St. 
Peter's. 
The coronation took place on the 
same central balcony overlooking 
the square on which Pope John 
made his first appearance a week 
ago today after his election by the 
College of Cardinals. 
All the pomp and ceremony of 
the Roman Catholic Church were 
mustered for the coronation rites. 
But there was humility, too, in 
the presence of the pontiff’s fam­ 
ily. Three brothers, a sister and 
numerous 
nephews and 
nieces 
were present, deressed in black 
p e a s a n t 
Sunday 
best. 
They 
watched in awe, weeping with 
emotion, as their 
kinsman, 
the 
former Angelo Giuseppe Cardinal 
Roncalli, went through the coro­ 
nation ceremony. 
Through it all the 76-year-old 
former patriarch of Venice re­ 


mained serene, often smiling be­ 
nignly. His voice throughout t h e 
long mass and his greetings to the 
Catholic hierarchy of the world 
remained clear and resonant.

The crowd began to roar as 84- 
year-old Cardinal Canali took the 
crown in his hands and prepared 
to place it on the pontiff's head. 
The pontiff adjusted 
the 
crown 
himself and looked solemnly out 
into the crowd. 
The Pope rose slowly and chant­ 
ed his “urbi et orbi” — the tradi- j 
tional blessing of the pontiff to the 
City of Rome and the world. The 
crowd remained silent throughout 
his recitation. 
I For the first time in history, 
millions of West Europeans wit­ 
nessed the coronation of a pope 
through the agency of television. 
The Pope slowly made the sign 
of the Cross in several directions 
at the end. and after the “ amen,” 
the crowd thundered wildly, shout­ 
ing “Viva ii Papa” — Long Live 
the Pope — over and over. 
Mingling in the roar, the great 
campanone, the master 
bell 
of I 
St. Peter’s began to toll, and the 
lesser bells of Rome’s churches 
took up the carol of triumph. 
More than 50.000 persons had 
jammed the vast reaches of St. j 
Peter’s B as$ca for the 
solemn 
Pontifical Mass and other reli­ 
gious rites which preceded the out­ 
door coronation. 
St. Peter’s was resplendent with, 
red damask and gold, blazing with 
350,000 electric light 
bulbs 
and 
flickering candles. The vast audi-1 


ence 
included 
prelates 
of 
the 
church, representatives of foreign 
governments, papel nobility — and 
simple priests, nuns and Romans. 
President Eisenhower was rep­ 
resented by Secretary of 
Labor 
James Mitchell, Deputy Under­ 
secretary of State Robert Murphy, 
and Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, for­ 
mer ambassador to Italy. 
The impressive spectacle began 
with a long procession of prelates 
and nobles into the portico of the 
basilica. Purple-clad bearers car­ 
ried the Pope, who sat on a port­ 
able throne. 
The papal procession halted first 
at the chapel of the Holy Sacra­ 
ment, where the Pope left his 
throne to pray. Then it moved to 
the chapel of St. Gergory where 
Pope John was invested with his 
coronation robes. 
His hands were ceremoniously 
washed 
to 
symbolize 
spiritual 
cleansing and then he was vested 
for the solemn Pontifical mass. 
As the procession moved toward 
the main altar, flax was burned 
three times before the Pope to 
remind him of the passing glory 
of the world. 
At the main altar of the basilica, 
the Pope opened the solemn high 
Pontifical 
Mass, 
sitting on 
his 
white and gold throne under St. 
Peter's chair. 
At the conclusion of the mass, 
he was escorted to elevator to be 
raised to the balcony overlooking 
the square. Then came the final 
act of coronation and the blessing 
to the world.

Sunshine 
totaled 66 per cent, compared to 
the normal 50 per cent, and the 
month brought some of the nicest 
weather of all year, Copeland said. 
The temperature averaged 50.25 
degrees, a degree cooler than the 
normal 51.4 degrees for October. 
The temperature ranged from a 
high of 79 degrees Oct. 15 to a low 
of 25 degrees Oct. 6.

Former President Truman car­ 
ried the ball most of the time for 
the Democrats, blasting away at 
the Republican administration as 
incompetent and inept. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, twice the party’s presi­ 
dential nominee, joined in similar 
cannonading. 
Twenty Republican Senate seats 
are at stake in the voting. The 
Democrats have 13 on the block, 
but are certain of holding on to 
those in F l o r i d a , Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. Among their other 
seven, 
they 
expected 
a 
heavy 
challenge only in Wisconsin. 
Republicans, on the other hand, 
might lose Senate seats in Califor­ 
nia, Connecticut, Indiana, Michi­ 
gan, 
Pennsylvania 
and two in 
West Virginia. They are fearful 
too of what might happen to their 
candidates in Arizona, Minnesota, 
Nevada and New York. 
In House contests, Democrats 
start with a nugget of 89 seats 
in the South and elsewhere for 
which the Republicans put up no 
candidates. Rep. William H. Bates 


of Massachusetts was the only un­ 
opposed Republican incumbent. 
Democrats are counting heavily 
on House gains in such states as 
California, Connecticut, Indiana, 
Michigan, New York, Ohio and 
Washington. 
Republicans are putting their j 
highest hopes on governors’ races 
where they think they can topple 
Democrats in New York, Rhode, 
Island, Iowa, Kansas and Oregon, i 
Democrats think they can oust! 
Republicans from the governor’s; 
chair in Maryland, Ohio, Califor­ 
nia and possibly in Nevada. 
The o u t c o m e of governors’ 
races, as well as some contests 
for national office, could be af­ 
fected in some states by local con­ 
troversies over right-to-work pro­ 
posals.

Sheriff VanFossan reported 138 
papers were served and 5,238 ra­ 
dio transmissions were handled, ( 
along with 1,116 phone calls at the 
jail. There were 211 visitors at 
the jail in October. 
The sheriff’s office in the court 
house accepted 38 sets of fox feet 
for bounty during the month and 
fees totaling $471.67 w e r e col­ 
lected.
